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Support  Gro  ws  For 
Exemption  Raise 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — In  spite  of  presidential  misgivings, 
considerable  support  has  developed  in  the  Senate  for  increasing  the 
personal  income  tax  exemption  from  $600  to  $800. 

Any  such  bill  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  students.  President 
Nixon  had  earlier  introduced  more  exemptions  for  college  students  in 
his  tax  reform  plans,  but  this  has  not  developed. 

The  Senate  had  two  plans  before  it  today  providing  such  a boost,  one 
a Republican  measure  the  other  Democratic.  The  administration  didn’t 
like  either,  but  was  particularly  opposed  to  the  Democratic  proposal 
sponsored  by  Tennessee’s  Sen.  Alboert  Gore. 

Veto  Gore 

In  fact,  President  Nixon  indicated  he  would  veto  the  Gore  plan, 
which  would  raise  the  exemption  to  $700  next  year  and  to  $800  in 
1971. 

Sen.  Charles  H.  Percy  of  Illinois  drew  up  the  Republican  plan  to 
boost  the  exemption  to  $650  next  year  with  $50  increases  each 
following  year  up  to  $800  in  1973.  Percy  also  proposed  future  tax  rate 
cuts  which  would  run  the  eventual  cost  of  his  plan  higher  than  Gore’s. 

Senate  leaders  had  hoped  to  settle  the  question  of  the  form  of  tax 
cuts  in  the  big  tax  reform  package  Tuesday,  but  an  afternoon  of 
parliamentary  maneuvering  and  political  bickering  yielded  only  an 
agreement  to  vote  on  the  various  proposals  today. 

Both  sides  were  seeking  the  credit  for  a politically  popular  move— an 
increase  in  the  $600  personal  exemption  for  the  first  time  in  21  years. 

During  the  afternoon  Tuesday,  President  Nixon  sent  a letter  to 
Senate  GOP  Leader  Hugh  Scott  clearly  implying  he  would  veto  the 
Gore  amendment,  which  originally  called  for  a $1 ,000  exemption. 

Too  Quick 

The  President  said  he  opposed  them  in  large  part  because  they 
granted  relief  too  quickly. 

It  was  for  this  reason  that  Percy  drafted  his  proposal  in  a form  that 
will  grant  delayed  relief  with  only  a minimum  impact  in  the  next  two 
years. 

Nixon  wrote  he  had  hoped  to  be  presented  with  “meaningful  and 
acceptable”  tax  reform  legislation. 

“But  to  be  acceptable,”  he  said,  “such  legislation  must  be  equitable 
and  it  must  meet  the  test  of  fiscal  responsibility.”

English  Doctorate  Announced—  Soon  Available 


West  Announces  Program  Begins  Fall  1970 

The  English  Dept,  will  offer  a doctoral  program  in 
English  beginning  fall  of  1970,  it  was  announced 


last  week  by  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

Department  chairman,  Dr.  Dale  West,  said  that 
the  focus  of  the  program  will  be  on  19th  and  20th 
century  British  and  American  literature. 

One  Of  Oldest 

He  said,  the  department,  one  of  the  oldest  and 
largest  in  the  University,  has  a large  faculty  which 
includes  28  doctorates.  The  department  first  began 
granting  the  master’s  degree  in  1928  and  this  year 
there  were  20  candidates  enrolled  in  the  graduate 
program. 

Dr.  Dean  B.  Farnsworth,  chairman  of  the  graduate 
program  in  English,  said  inquiries  for  doctoral  level 
study  are  already  coming  in.  He  emphasized  that  the 
program  had  been  10  years  in  the  preparation  stage. 
Formal  application  was  made  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  three  years  ago  and  final  approval  has  now 
been  given. 


One  stage  of  the  preparation  was  to  encourage  language  in  depth. 


greater  scholarly  activity  in  publication  and 
participation  in  professional  organizations.  “The 
University  is  now  providing  more  support  for 
individual  research  and  creative  projects,”  said  Dr. 
Farnsworth. 

He  indicated  that  the  BYU  Library’s  special 
collection  of  Walt  Whitman’s  works  and  the  recently 
acquired  Magee  collection  of  British  writers  during 
the  Victorian  era  would  throw  a cultural  focus  on 
Britain,  Eastern  and  Western  America.  Also 
exchange  relationships  will  be  established  with  the 
special  collections  of  other  university  libraries. 

More  Contact 

It  is  hoped  that  the  new  Semester  Abroad 
program  in  London  will  help  to  give  the  coursework 
an  added  dimension  by  offering  contact  with  other 
students  in  British  and  American  literature  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Atlantic. 

Candidates  will  be  expected  to  demonstrate  a 
reading  knowledge  of  two  modern  languages  or  one

With  the 
arrival  of  the  two  color  cameras  it 
is  possible  to  shoot  color  video 
tape  either  in  the  studio  or  at  such 
“remote”  locations  as  football 
and  basketball  games. 

The  station  has  had  both 
video-tape  and  film-chain  color 
broadcasting  since  April,  1968. 
The  broadcast  academic 
laboratory  of  the  Department  of 
Communications  has  had  color 
TV  cameras  since  September. 

The  two  Ampex  color 
video-tape  recorders  and  the  two 
color  television  cameras  represent 
an  investment  of  nearly  a quarter 
of  a million  dollars  by  Broadcast 


Services.  The  cameras  alone  cost 
nearly  $50,000  each. 

Ampex  Corporation  gave  the 
station  an  educational 
non-commercial  station  discount 
on  the  purchase  which  amounted 
to  nearly  $25,000. 

Three  broadcast  engineers 
worked  about  48  hours  each 
installing  the  new  equipment.

Melodies  ringing  over  the  valley 
have  added  a musical  touch  to  the 
lives  of  Provo  residents  since  BYU 
purchased  a carillon  in  1957. 

This  tradition  is  continued  each 
weekday  from  5:30  to  6 p.m. 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  at  10  and 
1 1 , and  Sunday  afternoons. 

This  year,  the  “unrung  heroes” 
at  the  console  are  all  majoring  in 
fine  arts.  They  are  trained  by 
bellmaster  Ken  Noble  in  the  style 
of  carillon  playing.  These 
‘‘heroes”  include  Linda 
Braithwaite,  Sherry  Hafen,  Bill 
Wood,  Ruth  Hay,  Clarence 
Bushman  and  Marilyn  Holyoak. 

In  each  program  these  musicians 
try  to  include  as  many  familiar 
hymns  and  appropriate  songs  as 
possible  and  still  leave  time  for 
new  music,  sometimes  including 
compositions  of  their  own. 

The  player  finds  the  console  by 


walking  past  the  planetarium 
display  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
Eyring  Science  Center,  through 
the  door  labeled  “observatory” 
and  up  a flight  of  stairs. 

With  a push  of  an  electric 
switch  the  songs  can  be  heard  over 
the  entire  valley.

Sadness  is  reflected  in  the  poetry  of  Marilyn  McMeen  Miller,  BYU 
writer  and  artist. 

Her  book,  “Rainflowers,”  published  recently  and  available  on  campus 
at  the  BYU  Bookstore,  begins  with,  “What  does  the  rain  say  to  you  that 
1 have  not  said  to  you  before?”  Whatever  the  rain  doesn’t  say  about 
loneliness,  heartache,  remembered  joy  or  love,  Marilyn  Miller  does  say. 

The  happiness  of  the  past,  the  pain  of  the  present  and  a degree  of 
discouragement  about  the  future  are  integral  in  the  book,  although  the 
discouragement  is  not  one  of  hopelessness  or  helplessness. 

In  “Day’s  Dreaming”  she  writes  of  “dreams  stoked  on  mist,/  The 
clouds  heavy  with  tears ...”  However,  “gold  flowers”  spring  “up 
beneath  the  sun  ...”  As  an  artist  she  says  she  will  “stretch  my  own 
taut  brush  to  a magnificent  never  ...” 

A Freshman  English  teacher  and  mother  of  a two-year-old  daughter, 
Marilyn  Miller  also  writes  of  “Aching”  with  insight,  “The  sound  of  your 
voice  has  gone/Beyond  the  ivory  keys/The  lyrics/ And  the  tunes./And  I 
have  hoped  you,  too,  would  face  ... /Swiftly  completely/Like 
crumbling  leaves/into  the  river  of  my  memories.” 

However,  she  says  that  the  past’s  good  memories  should  be 
maintained  in  “We  Must  Remember  Melting,”  which  includes  the  lines, 
“We  must  remember  melting/ And  soft  ice  cream/And  have  a live  hope 
and  feeling/And  dream  for  these  memories.” 

Some  may  say  that  Marilyn  Miller  is  sloppily  sentimental  in  her 
poetry— that  a book  about  lost  love  and  the  frustrations  of  present  love 
isn’t  applicable  in  a hard-sell  world. 

But  people  who  have  had  emotional  sentiments  and  have  longed  to 
express  them  may  identify  with  what  she  writes.  And  such  identity  is 
part  of  what  makes  poetry  memorable.  Hers  is.

Public  Broadcasting  Corporation 
Gives  BYU  Station  $7,500  Grant 


A grant  for  $7,500  has  been 
awarded  to  KBYU-FM  from  the 
Corporation  for  Public 
Broadcasting. 

Mr.  Leland  Stott,  KBYU-FM 
manager  announced  Tuesday  that 
the  grant  from  the  government 
supported  corporation  will  be 
received  by  Broadcast  Services 
before  Feb.  1. 

KBYU-FM  quaUfied  for  the 
grant  by  being  one  of  the  top  73 
of  the  425  public  radio  stations  in 
the  U.S.  The  grant  is  a continuing 
one,  with  the  $7,500  coming  to 
the  station  annually  as  long  as  it 
meets  the  fund  qualifications.  The 
money  comes  from  appropriations 
by  Congress  for  public  radio  and 
television. 

Stott  attended  a regional 
convention  of  the  CPB  in  San 
Francisco  Monday.  There  he  met 
with  managers  of  other  public 
radio  stations  who  have  received 
CPB  grants  to  discuss  how  best  to 
use  the  money  and  generally 
improve  each  station.

Number  One  Sports  Station. 


Plans  for  a national  public  radio 
network  were  discussed.  Also 
plans  to  raise  the  standard  for  the 
grant-winning  stations  were  made. 
Suggestions  to  improve  the 
nonqualifying  stations  were  given. 
The  CPB  covered  all  of  the 
expences  of  Stott’s  trip.
